6. (Currently amended) The switch device according to claim [[5]] 4, wherein the first 
receiving portion includes a first receiving surface for receiving the first extension at a generally 
right angle, and the second receiving portion includes a second receiving surface for receiving 
the second extension at a generally right angle. 

7. (original) The switch device according to claim 4, wherein the load required for 
activating the first switch is substantially equal to the load required for activating the second 
switch, 

8. (original) The switch device according to claim 4, wherein the first switch includes a 
resiliency deformable first dome having a concave surface, and the second switch includes a 
resiliently deformable second dome having a convex surface, the first movable contact being 
arranged on the concave surface of the first dome, and the second movable contact being 
arranged on the concave surface of the second dome.
